Lo During the period from 1 terough 3 January 1951, a Soviet tank repair shop 
was observed in Veatschau. # The installation, which is leeated on the orevises 
of the LOWA-VEp Plantgconsisted off one main sorashop of 120 x 160 reters, 
south of the railroad Line, and an auxiliary workshop north of this Line. 

- In addition, Villa Gribenow quartered Soviat troops. Cranes and other machinery 
' were seen outside the tiorkshops vhich vere off linits for Germans, Local. 
residents stated that the LOWA Plant delivered iron yarts for the Soviet 
repair shop. About 120’ sol¢tiers wearing recebordercd black epaulets, sone . 
of them with tank insivniay were quartered in Villa Cribenow, The ranking 
officer seemed. to be a sanior. Lieutenant of the adninistrative service, Near 
the auxiliary 3 orkshop, tanks covered with tarraulins and tracks without
